Minutes  of  the  Proceedings  at  the 
Ordinary  Monthly  Meeting  of  the 
Council ,  held  this  Day . 

Present— All  the  Members,  viz.,  Mr.  James  Flynn  (Chairman), 
and  Messrs.  Northcote,  White,  Wood,  Barratt,  Run  die,  Sheldon, 
Ward,  Bray,  Graham,  Each,  Waite,  Darvell,  Hill,  Law,  and 
Yaughan  ;  also  the  Clerk  and  the  Surveyor. 

Mr.  Councillor  Flynn  in  the  Chair. 

Minutes  of  the  first  Meeting  of  the  Council  held  on  the  31st 
December,  1894,  having  being  printed  and  distributed  to  the 
Councillors,  were  taken  as  read,  and  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Graham, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Ward,  were  confirmed  and  signed. 

Allotments. — The  Chairman  presented  a  Memorial  from  27  rate¬ 
payers  praying  the  Council  to  put  in  force  the  statutory  powers  with 
regard  to  the  provision  of  Allotments  ;  the  area  asked  for  by  the 
particular  applicants  extending  to  64  acres. 

Public  Library  and  Technical  Instruction  Department . — Received 
a  Report  from  the  Committee  dated  7th  ult.  The  Report 
having  been  printed  and  distributed  to  the  Councillors,  was 
taken  as  read.  Resolved  unanimously,  on  the  motion  of  the 
Chairman,  seconded  by  Mr.  Rundle,  that  the  Report  be  adopted. 
Mr.  Graham  referred  to  the  political  character  of  the  papers  pro¬ 
vided  in  the  News  Room,  and  a  discussion  ensued. 

Gas ,  Water,  and  General  Purposes  Department. — Received  a 
Report  from  the  Committee,  dated  the  15th  ult.  The  same  having 
been  printed  and  distributed,  was  taken  as  read.  On  the  motion 
of  Mr.  Wood,  seconded  by  Mr.  Ward,  the  Report  was  unanimously 
adopted. 

Highways ,  Buildings ,  Health,  and  Sanitary  Departments, — Received 
a  Report  from  the  Committee  which  was  also  taken  as  read.  On 
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the  Report  being  put  for  adoption,  Mr.  Barratt  moved  as  an 
amendment  that  the  paragraph  relating  to  Hestham  Quarry  be 
omitted  from  the  Report,  and  that  the  Committee  take  into  con¬ 
sideration  and  report  to  the  Council  whether  it  would  be  better  in 
the  interests  of  economy  to  work  the  quarry  with  men  directly 
employed  by  the  Council,  or  by  contract  as  at  present.  Amendment 
seconded  by  Mr.  Darvell.  Mr.  Rundle,  Chairman  of  the  Committee, 
explained  the  Committee’s  views.  The  amendment  was  accepted, 
and  the  Report  adopted,  subject  thereto. 

Surveyor' s  Materials. — Tenders  were  received  from  Messrs.  W. 
Bradley,  W.  Richardson,  II.  K.  Richardson,  R.  Metcalfe,  and  Shap 
Concrete  Company.  Same  having  been  analysed,  it  was  resolved 
unanimously,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Wood,  seconded  by  Mr.  Hill, 
that  the  following  offers,  being  the  lowest,  be  accepted  : — Pipes, 
Granite  Kerb,  Concrete  Flags,  Bricks,  Mr.  Bradley  ;  York  Kerb, 
York  Channel,  York  Flags,  Mr  Metcalfe ;  Cement,  Mr.  W. 
Richardson  :  Scotch  Flags,  Mr.  H.  K.  Richardson. 

Plans  of  Buildings  were  passed  and  signed  as  jecommended  by 
the  Committee. 

Horse  Provender.—  Received  nine  Tenders  for  three  months* 
supply,  and  on  the  report  of  Messrs.  Graham  and  Law,  the  sub¬ 
committee  appointed  to  judge  samples,  it  was  unanimously  resolved 
to  accept  the  offers  of  Mr.  T.  Harling  for  oats,  bran,  and  beans,  and 
of  Mr.  Dowbiggin  for  hay. 

Finance  Department.- — Received  a  Report  from  the  Committee 
dated  1st  iaSt.  Same  having  been  printed,  was  taken  as  read. 
Moved  by  Mr.  Wood,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Northcote,  that  the 
report  be  adopted.  Carried  unanimously. 

Gas  and  Water  Charges.  —  Resolved  unanimously,  on  the  motion 
of  Mr.  Vaughan,  seconded  by  Mr  Rundle,  that  the  Gas  Charges 
Account  for  the  quarter  ended  26th  December  last,  and  the  Water 
Charges  Account  for  the  quarter  due  same  date,  be  respectively 
sealed  by  the  Council.  Seal  affixed  accordingly. 

Cheques.- — Orders  on  the  treasurer  were  made  and  signed  as  per 
last  Finance  report. 

The  Clerk  reported  that  the  Treasurer  had  received  on  General 
\ccount  since  last  meeting  :  -£38  2s.  5d.  from  General  District 
Rate;  £9  6s.  3d.,  Gas  Charges;  £16  11s.  3|M.,  Water  Charges; 
£22  6s.  10fd,,  Residual  Products  ;  £3  7s.  3d.  Miscellaneous  ;  £2  10s 
County  Council  (Main  Roads)  ;  £20,  Railway  Company  (Sewerage)  ; 
17s.  9d.,  Public  Library  ;  £3  17s.  lid.,  Market  Tolls;  £2  17s.  5d., 
Sinking  Fund  India  Stock  Dividend. 

Balance  in  Treasurer’s  hands,  £1,809  6s.  lOd. 

Overseers  Vestry  and  Parish  Council  Powers. — The  Clerk  referred 
to  the  necessity  of  specifying  the  particular  powers  which  it  is  de¬ 
sired  should  be  conferred  on  the  Council  under  sections  33  and  34 
of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1894,  and  for  which  it  had  been  re¬ 
solved  that  application  should  be  made  to  the  Local  Government 
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Board.  Bead  the  suggestions  of  the  Urban  District  Councils  Asso¬ 
ciation  on  the  matter. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Vaughan  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Law,  that  it  be  re¬ 
ferred  to  a  committee  to  consider  and  report  on  the  powers  to  be  ap¬ 
plied  for. 

Amendment  moved  by  Mr.  Darvell  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Sheldon 
that  the  Council  make  immediate  application  to  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment-;  Board  to  be  invested  with  tire  Poweis  of  a  Parish  (’ouncil  in 
regard  to  allotments,  and  with  the  powers  of  overseers,  and  appoint¬ 
ment  of  overseers  and  assistant-overseers  for  the  Urban  district. 

The  original  motion  was  withdrawn  by  leave  in  favour  of  the 
amendment,  and  the  latter  as  a  substantive  motion  w&s  declared 
carried  unanimously. 

Resolved  unanimously,  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Sheldon,  seconded 
by  Mr.  Bundle,  that  Messrs.  Law,  Bray,  and  Graham,  be  added  to 
the  Allotments  Committee,  and  that  it  be  referred  to  that  committee 
to  consider  and  report  what  other  powers  of  a  Parish  Council  it  was 
desirable  to  apply  for. 

Correspondence.—  The  following  communications  received  by  the 
Clerk  since  the  last  Council  meeting  were  laid  on  the  table  : 

Circular  letter  from  Local  Government  Board  with  reference  to 
the  Annual  Reports  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  the  usual 
forms  supplied  for  statistics. 

Circular  letter  from  Local  Government  Board  as  to  security  for 
costs  in  cases  of  Election  Petitions  and  two  copies  of  the  Board’s 
general  order  thereon. 

Circular  letter  from  Local  Government  Board  upon  Rules  as  to 
nomination  and  election  to  fill  casual  vacancies  in  Urban  District 
Councils  and  in  Guardians  (outside  London)  and  two  copies 
general  orders  issued  by  the  Board  in  each  case. 

Letter  from  Maritime  Insurance  Company  as  to  wrecked  cargo 
of  coal. 

Read  an  application  received  by  the  Chairman  from  the  stokers 
at  the  Gas  Works  that  they  be  allowed  to  work  eight-hour  shifts 
instead  of  12  hours,  as  at  present.  Deferred  to  subsequent 
meeting. 

Fire  Brigade. — Received  and  read,  a  report  from  the  Annual 
General  Meeting  of  the  Brigade  held  16th  ult.,  when  the 
Brigade  Committee  and  Secretary  were  appointed,  and  general 
business  transacted,  in  accordance  with  the  rules. 

Also  read  report  of  Brigade  Drill  held  2oth  ult.  The  Brigade 
complained  that  their  uniforms,  and  equipments  were  in  a  dilapidated 
state  and  submitted  list  of  requirements. 

Notices  of  Motion. — Fire  Brigade. — Mr.  Law  gave  notice  that  at 
next  Ordinary  Meeting  of  the  Council  he  would  bring  forward  the 
question  of  providing  the  Brigade  with  new  uniforms  and  appliances, 
and  move  a  resolution  in  favour  of  such  provision. 

Re-appointment  of  Medical  Officer.  —  Mr.  Vaughan  gave  notice  that 
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at  the  next  Ordinary  Council  Meeting  on  the  5th  prox.,  he  would 
move,  “  That  Mr.  Percy  Butler  Stoney,  L.R.C.P.,  &c.,  be  re-appoin- 
“  ted  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Urban  District  of  Millom  for 
“the  term  of  3  years,  ending  25th  March,  1898,  at  an  annual  salary 
“  of  £60,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Local  Government  Board.’' 

Re-appointment  of  Inspector  of  Nuisances.— Mr.  Vaughan  also  gave 
notice  that  at  the  same  meeting  he  would  move,  “  That  Mr.  Henry 
“  Waye  be  re-appointed  Inspector  of  Nuisances  and  Inspector  of 
“  Dairies,  &c..  for  the  said  Urban  Sanitary  District  for  the  same 
“  period  at  an  annual  salary  of  £115,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
“  Local  Government  Board." 

Recreation  Ground. — The  Chairman  gave  notice  that  at  the  next 
ordinary  meeting  he  would  ask  the  Council  to  take  into  considera¬ 
tion  the  desirability  of  providing  a  Recreation  Ground  for  Millom, 
and  move  a  resolution  on  the  subject. 

Workmen,  §c. —  In  accordance  with  notice,  Mr.  Graham  moved, 
“  that,  except  by  resolution  of  this  Ccuncil,  or  in  cases  of 
“  emergency,  no  workman  be  engaged  or  discharged, — complaints 
“  against  the  same  to  be  reported  to  the  Chairman  or  one 
“  of  the  Chairmen  of  Committees,  for  him  to  deal  with,  or  lay 
“  before  the  Council." 

Mr.  Darvell  seconded. 

The  matter  having  been  discussed,  Mr. Vaughan  moved  an  amend¬ 
ment,  “That  no  workman  be  engaged  or  discharged,  except  by  a 
“  resolution  of  the  Committee  under  which  he  is  employed  ;  cotn- 
“  plaints  against  the  same  to  be  reported  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
“Committee,  for  him  to  lay  before  his  Committee." 

For  the  amendment  :  Messrs.  Law,  Waite,  Vaughan,  Rich,  Ward 
Northcote,  Sheldon,  Hill,  Bray,  White,  Rundle,  and  Wood  (12). 
For  the  motion,  the  mover  and  seconder  only  (2). 

The  amendment  was  declared  carried. 

In  accordance  with  due  notice,  Mr.  Graham  moved,  “  That  the 
“  Gas  and  Water  Committee,  assisted  by  Councillor  Graham 
“enquire  into  the  duties  and  capacities  of  the  whole  staff  of 
“workmen  and  recommend,  if  necessary,  to  this  Council  a  revision 
“  of  present  wages,  and  that  the  whole  Council  meet  in  Committee 
“on  Monday  next  at  5  p.m." 

Mr.  Graham  explained  that  his  motion  was  cnly  intended  to  re¬ 
fer  to  the  employees  of  the  Gas  and  Water  Departments. 

Mr.  Darvell  seconded  the  motion. 

Moved  as  an  amendment  by  Mr.  Wood  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Bray, 
“  That  a  committee  of  investigation  be  appointed  to  enquire  into 
“  the  management  and  working  of  each  department  under  the  con- 
“  trol  of  the  Council  and  the  duties  and  capacities  of  the  whole 
“  staff  of  workmen  and  others  iia  its  employ,  and  to  report  upon  the 
“  desirability  or  otherwise  of  effecting  any  change,  and  to  recommend 
“  (if  necessary)  to  the  Council  any  revision  in  the  present  rate  of 
“  wages  or  emoluments,  or  any  re-arrangement  either  of  the  staff  or 
“  the  mode  of  management  likely  to  promote  the  more  efficient  and 
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economical  working  of  the  various  departments  of  the  Council,  or 
“to  produce  more  satisfactory  results.  ” 

By  leave  the  original  motion  was  withdrawn  in  favour  of  this 
amendment,  which  then  became  the  motion. 

Mr.  Vaughan  moved  an  amendment,  “  That  each  standing  com- 
“  mittee  take  into  consideration  the  wages,  & c.,  of  chose  employed 
“in  their  several  departments.” 

Mr.  Bundle  seconded. 

By  leave,  Mr.  Wood’s  motion  wras  withdrawn,  and  Mr.  Vaughan’s 
amendment  being  put  to  the  Council  was  unanimously  carried. 

Allotments. — In  accordance  with  notice  duly  given,  Mr.  Darvell 
moved,  “  That  the  Allotments  committee  proceed  at  once  to  select 
“  two  hundred  or  more  acres,  and  with  the  Clerk’s  assistance  ascer- 
“  tain  owner’s  or  occupier’s  terms  for  14  years’  hire,  and  report  to 
“  next  ordinary  meeting.” 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Graham. 

Moved  as  an  amendment  by  Mr.  Vaughan,  and  seconded  by  Mr. 
Sheldon,  “That  the  Allotments  Committee  proceed  at  once  to  select 
“  land  and  ascertain  the  owner’s  or  occupier’s  terms  for  14  years’ 
“  hire  of  land,  and  report  to  the  next  ordinary  Council  meeting.” 

By  leave  the  original  motion  was  withdrawn,  and  the  amendment 
carried  unanimously  as  a  substantive  motion. 

Water  Charges. — Mr.  Darvell  moved  in  accordance  with  notice 
given,  “That from  to-day  no  water  charges  be  collected  from  rate- 
“  payers  other  than  shall  be  included  in  the  General  District  Rate 
“  or  levied  on  rateable  value.” 
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Attention  being  called  to  the  inability  to  include  “Water  charges’ 
“  in  the  General  District  Rate,"  those  five  words  were  omitted  from 
the  motion. 

Mr.  Graham  seconded  the  motion,  which  was  discussed  at  length. 

Mr.  Vaughan  proposed  as  an  amendment  “  That  the  Council  do 
proceed  to  the  next  business.”  Same  not  seconded. 

Amendment  moved  by  Mr.  Northcote  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Shel¬ 
don,  “  That  the  matter  be  deferred  for  further  consideration  till  next 
Council  meeting. 

For  the  amendment :  Messrs.  Northcote.  Vaughan,  Rich,  Ward, 
Wood,  Sheldon,  Waite,  Hill,  White,  Lawr,  Bray,  and  Rundle  (12). 
For  the  motion,  the  mover  and  seconder  only  (2). 

The  amendment  was  declared  carried.

Held  t  hits  day  by  direction  of  the  Chairman,  to  take  into  considera¬ 
tion  communications  received  from  the  Local  Government  Board 
with  reference  to  the  Unemployed  and  Distress  from  want  of 
employment,  and  to  decide  as  to  the  necessity  of  providing  Relief 
Works  for  men  out  of  work,  or  otherwise  what  steps  ought  to  be 
taken  to  meet  any  exceptional  distress  existing  in  the  Urban 
District  of  Millom. 

Present — Mr.  Flynn  (Chairman),  and  Messrs.  Northcote,  White, 
Wood,  Rundle,  Law,  Rich,  and  Darvell. 

Read  the  Notice  convening  the  Meeting. 

Read  circular  letter  from  the  Local  Government  Board,  dated  the 
11th  inst.,  with  reference  to  relief  wmrks  which  they  suggested 
should  be  provided  for  the  unemployed. 

Also  read  circular  letter,  addressed  to  the  Chairman  by  the  Local 
Government  Board,  dated  the  19th  inst.,  asking  for  immediate 
information  as  to  any  exceptional  distress  existing  in  the  Uiban  Dis¬ 
trict,  and  the  measures  which  were  being  adopted  to  meet  the  same. 

Also  read  Clerk’s  letter  to  the  Department,  and  their  reply  with 
regard  to  persons  included  in  the  definition  of  unemployed  and 
Clerk’s  reply  to  the  Department’s  second  circular  letter. 

The  Chairman  stated  that  from  enquiries  he  had  made  it  was 
estimated  that  about  330  persons  were  out  of  work  in  the  district 
at  the  present  time. 

The  Departments  letter  recommended  co-operation  with  the 
Guardians. 

There  had  been  no  communication  from  the  latter. 

The  Surveyor  reported  as  to  works  of  the  nature  mentioned  in  the 
Local  Government  Board’s  communication  wrhich  might  be  carried 
out  in  the  district  as  possible  Relief  Works,  including  portions  of 
the  Concrete  Square  and  Steel  Green  Sewmr  extensions  and  diver¬ 
sions.  the  piling  at  Haverigg  Pool  outlet,  the  straightening  of  the 
Salthouse  Pool  outlet  on  the  Marsh,  the  diversion  of  the  sewers  to 
Salthouse  Road  property  and  the  repair  and  re-construction  of 
various  parapets,  footpaths,  and  back  streets. 

Resolved  unanimously  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Wood  seconded  by 
Mr.  Rundle  (after  full  discussion)  that  the  Surveyor  be  authorized 
to  proceed  forthwith  with  the  Sewers  at  Steel  Green  and  Concrete 
Square  and  with  the  diversion  of  sewer  to  Salthouse  Road  property 
in  succession  and  that  the  Highways  and  Sanitary  Committee  in¬ 
struct  the  Surveyor  as  to  engaging  additional  labourers  from  among 
those  in  particular  need  of  relief. 

Resolved  further  as  to  the  last  mentioned  sewer  diversion  that  the 
Clerk  apply  to  Lord  Lonsdale’s  agent  and  the  Furness  Railway  Com¬ 
pany  to  state  terms  for  the  necessary  easements  through  their  lands.

The  Manager  reported  that  the  plant  was  working  well  with  the 
exception  of  the  change  val\  e  in  the  purifier  house,  which  was  leak¬ 
ing  and  had  been  temporarily  repaired.  He  had  experienced  diffi- 
•cultv  in  keeping  the  Gasholders  working  during  the  hard  frost.  The 
same  cause  had  affected  the  branch  services. 

Gas  Purity  test  produced. 

The  following  books  of  the  Gas  Department  were  exan  ined,  viz. 
Statistic  Book,  Invoice  Book,  Sales  Ledger,  Small  Sales  Book,  and 
Receipt  Counterfoil  Book. 

Coal  Supply.  —  Wrecked  Cargo. — Clerk  reported  that  after  consider¬ 
able  correspondence  the  claim  against  the  Maritime  Insurance  Coy., 
Ltd.,  had  been  settled  on  the  terms  proposed. 

Further  orders  for  Gas  Coal  on  account  contract  given  in  the  in¬ 
terval  of  Meetings  were  confirmed. 


A  Personal  Application  was  made  to  your  committee  for  Gas  to  be 
supplied  to  a  house  in  Victoria  Street,  near  Holborn  Hill. 
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The  Gas  Manager  having  reported  particulars  as  to  the  gas  pipes 
service  in  that  neighbourhood,  was  directed  to  ascertain  and  report 
whether  the  other  owners  and  occupiers  in  the  street  desired  a  Gas 
supply. 

Retort  House. — The  Chairman,  on  behalf  of  the  sub-committee 
appointed  tc  inspect,  reported  that  the  damaged  gable  appeared  to 
be  sufficiently  propped  up  for  temporary  purposes,  and  that  it  would 
be  necessary  to  decide  whether  during  the  coming  summer  the  wall 
should  be  re-built  or  the  building  extended  to  provide  an  additional 
bed  of  retorts. 

The  purifying  house  required  a  new  roof,  but  this  could  also  stand 
over  until  the  summer. 

Purifying  and  other  Manufacturing  Plant. — -The  same  sub-commit¬ 
tee  reported  that  on  examination  and  from  the  report  of  the  manager 
it  appeared  that  the  purifying  apparatus  was  inadequate  and  that 
the  change  valve  was  much  in  need  of  repair,  and  these  will  also  re¬ 
quire  attention  in  the  slack  season. 

Your  Committee  will  consider  these  several  matters  and  report 
further  thereon  and  also  as  to  the  desirability  of  having  the  gas 
works  inspected  and  reported  upon  by  a  competent  engineer. 

Gas  Meters. — Having  considered  a  statement  as  to  the  cost  of 
Meters  and  the  rents  derived  therefrom  and  a  report  of  the  number 
of  mutual  Coin  Meters  which  had  been  in  use  since  their  adoption, 

Resolved  to  recommend  that  the  Council  make  no  charge  for  the 
use  of  gas  meters  after  the  25th  March  next  and  that  the  gas  sup¬ 
plied  to  consumers  using  the  mutual  coin  meters  be  supplied  at  the 
ordinal’)  rate  per  1,000  cubic  feet. 


Water  Department. 


The  Manager  reported  in  detail  as  to  the  inconvenience  to  consum¬ 
ers  and  damage  to  pipes, &c.  caused  by  the  late  severe  frost.  There  had 
been  no  serious  bursts  of  mains.  Not  withstanding  the  large  quan¬ 
tity  of  water  running  to  waste  during  the  frost  the  Reservoir  supply 
was  well  maintained. 

The  Chairman  of  Committee  stated  that  he  had  given  the  position 
of  the  water  supply  his  attention  during  the  interval  between 
meetings. 

Reservoir  Fence  Wall. — Plan  and  specification  submitted.  Tenders 
were  received  from  Messrs.  T.  Green  and  T.  Middleton  to  build 
the  wall.

Employees'  Wages  and  duties. — In  accordance  with  the  Council’s 
resolution,  your  Committee  proceeded  to  consider  this  matter  as 
regards  their  departments,  Clerk  submitted  (1)  a  return  specifying 
the  workmen  employed  on  the  Gas  and  Water  Works  and  the 
current  rate  of  wages  paid  and  (2)  a  comparative  statement  shewing 
the  wages  paid  at  neighbouring  gas  works. 

Resolved  to  recommend  that  in  future  the  Gas  stokers  work 
eight-hour  shifts  instead  of  12  hours  as  heretofore  and  that  they  be 
paid  at  the  late  of  4s  3d.  per  day  also  that  they  receive  the 
ordinary  rate  for  necessary  Sunday  labour,  but  when  obliged  to 
work  on  holidays  the  time  to  count  as  1^  days.  To  carry  this  out 
an  additional  stoker  may  be  required,  which  post  one  of  the 
assistant  stoxers  can  supply  and  the  other  assistant  stokers  can  be 
dispensed  with. 

Resolved  also  to  recommend  that  the  wages  of  the  lads  be  increased, 
viz.,  Cockerton  to  2s.  3d.,  Robinson,  Clark,  and  Buckett  to  2s.  each 
per  day,  and  further  that  the  Gas  Manager  personally  do  the  Meter 
Inspection  as  formerly,  which  will  enable  a  fitter  to  be  dispensed 
with.

Present. — Mr.  Rundle  (chairman),  and  Messrs.  Barratt,  Hill,  Law, 
Rich,  Waite  and  Flynn. 
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Highways  Department. 

Snow  Removal.—  The  Surveyor  reported  that  89  additional  labour¬ 
ers  had  been  temporarily  engaged  to  clear  the  snow  from  the  streets 
and  roads  of  the  district. 

The  Chairman  of  Committee  stated  that  it  being  a  case  of  urgency, 
he  and  certain  members  of  the  Committee  had  instructed  the  Sur¬ 
veyor  to  engage  additional  assistance  and  efforts  had  been  made  to 
communicate  with  the  other  members. 

Mr.  Barratt  entered  a  protest  against  the  expenditure  incurred, 
and  against  the  way  in  which  the  instructions  had  been  given  to  the 
Surveyor,  no  regular  meeting  of  the  Committee  having  been  called 
to  decide  the  question.  The  Chairman  admitted  that  the  procedure 
had  been  somewhat  irregular,  but  pointed  out  the  emergency. 

Resolved  to  deal  with  all  future  cases  in  accordance  with  the 
Council’s  recent  resolution  as  to  the  engagement  of  woikmen. 

Haverigg  Bridge. —  Fences  and  Approaches. — The  Surveyor  reported 
that  the  sub-committee  had  attended  on  the  ground  and  recom¬ 
mended  that  the  present  fences  should  be  repaired  forthwith,  that 
the  side  space  leading  up  to  the  bridge  should  be  levelled  up  and 
utilised  as  a  stand  for  hackney  carriages  and  for  a  store  yard  for 
materials  for  the  Haverigg  district,  also  that  the  urinal  should  be 
removed  to  a  less  exposed  position.  Surveyor  produced  a  sketch  in 
explanation. 

Resolved  to  recommend  that  the  fences  be  repaired  at  once.  The 
other  matter?  to  stand  over  for  further  consideration. 

Store  Yard-Fencing. — On  report  of  sub-committee,  resolved  to  rec¬ 
ommend  that  a  wood  gate  and  iron  railing  be  erected,  as  suggested 
by  the  Surveyor. 

Hestham  Quarry. — Clerk  reported  receipt  of  written  notice  from  Mr. 
E.  Watts  to  terminate  his  contract  for  working  the  quarry,  which 
notiee  expired  11th  prox. 

In  accordance  with  the  Council’s  resolution  the  Committee,  con¬ 
sidered  whether  it  would  be  better  in  the  interests  of  economy  to 
work  the  quarry  with  men  directly  employed  by  the  Council  or  by 
contract  as  at  present.  .  Details  were  submitted  showdng  that  the 
latter  course  is  the  cheapest. 

Resolved  to  recommend  that  Tenders  be  invited  for  working  the 
Quarry  by  the  month  as  hitherto. 

Wellington  Street  Parapets.-  -  The  flagged  parapets  of  the  new' 
portion  of  these  streets  require  repair,  and  as  it  appears  that  these 
parapets  have  not  been  formally  taken  over,  Resolved  to  recom¬ 
mend  that  this  be  aone  by  publication  of  the  statutory  notices,  also 
that  the  repairs  be  executed. 

The  parapets  in  the  old  part  of  this  street  require  considerable 
repair.  Directed  Surveyor  to  submit  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of 
substituting  a  cement  parapet  to  next  committee  meeting. 

Repairs  to  Parapets  generally  are  much  needed,  the  frost  having 
caused  considerable  damage. 
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Resolved  to  recommend  that  the  Surveyor  employ  two  suitable 
men  and  proceed  with  the  work. 

Steam  Roller. — The  post  of  engine-driver  being  vacant,  Resolved 
to  advertise  for  applicants,  who  must  state  wages  required  and  be 
able  to  make  themselves  generally  useful. 

Lonsdale  Road. — Surveyor  reported  the  subsidence  of  a  wall 
which  became  dangerous  and  which  the  owners  had  removed  on 
attention  being  called  thereto.

“Births,  26  (males  8,  females  18);  Deaths,  9.  Seventeen  cases 
“  of  scarlet  fever  and  two  of  enteric  fever  existed  in  the  district. 
“  Owing  to  the  frost  but  little  had  been  done.  Many  of  the  w.c.’s 
“  are  frozen  up  and  the  drains  also  The  general  sanitary  eondi- 
“  tion  of  the  district  continues  good.

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December  last  was  presented  and  read.  Tabulated  schedule 
supplemental  thereto  also  received.  Copies  had  been  sent  to  the 
Local  Government  Board  and  Cumberland  County  Council,  as 
required. 

Your  committee  are  pleased  to  point  to  the  improving  sanitary 
state  of  the  district  and  to  the  very  low  death  rate.

“  Library,  &c.  Disinfectants  were  freely  used  and  the  steam  dis¬ 
infector  was  at  once  put  at  the  disposal  of  anyone  wishing  for 
“  it,  free  of  all  cost. 

“Typhus  Fever,  no  cases. 

“Enteric  Fever,  10  cases,  with  one  death.  Most  of  these  cases

“  lying  parts  of  the  district  especially. 

“  Bad  meat,  not  any.  2  boxes  of  fish  were  destroyed. 

“  Offensive  trades  or  smoke,  not  any. 

“  Sewerage,  is  very  satisfactory. 

“  Scavenging  gives  great  satisfaction  as  done  by  the  Board’s  men 
“  and  horses,  10,19  6  were  emptied  during  the  year.  Reports  have 
“been  made  to  each  Board  Meeting  shewing  the  work  done,  birth 
“  and  death  rate  and  other  matters  connected  with  the  sanitary 
“  state  of  the  district,  and  a  house  to  house  inspection  has  been 
“made  at  least  once  during  the  year  of  the  1,744  houses  within  the 
“  district,  an  increase  of  31  over  last  year,  and  a  special  visit  has  been 
“  made  to  each  house  where  a  esse  of  Infectious  Disease  or  a  nuis- 
“  ance  were  reported.  Also  37  visits  to  vessels  at  Duddon  port,  five 
“Common  Lodging  Houses,  11  slaughter-houses,  and  13  Bake- 
“  houses  were  also  visited  and  reported  on. 

“The  deaths  number  118  or  12-33  per  1000,  a  decrease  of  49  on 
“  last  year,  in  fact  the  lowest  death  rate  we  have  had  for  many 
“  years. 

“  Thirty-five  under  1  year  against  62  last  year,  18  under  5,  7 
“  under  15,  8  under  25,  21  between  25  and  65,  and  29  over  65.  Of 
“these  11  were  over  70,  and  7  of  80  years  of  age. 

“  Chest  complaints  carried  off  43,  21  under  5,  and  22  over  that 
“  that  age. 

“  Zymotic  disease  8,  against  36  last  year. 

“  Births  339,  or  36-34  per  1000,  almost  exactly  the  same  as  last 
“  year.

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“The  disinfecting  apparatus  was  worked  nine  separate  days 
“  during  the  year,  when  a  large  quantity  of  beds,  bedding,  carpets, 
“  and  clothing  was  removed  from  infected  houses  and  put  through 
“the  machine  for  the  purpose  of  disinfecting. 

“  The  several  premises  were  also  inspected,  and  where  any  nuis- 
“  ances  were  found  to  exist  prompt  measures  were  taken  to  abate 
“  the  same. 

“  Disinfectants  were  also  supplied  and  freely  used,  and  the  pre- 
“  mises  fumigated  where  requisite. 

“The  School  Attendance  Officer  and  Librarian  have  been  notified 
“  of  each  case,  so  as  to  prevent  the  attendance  of  children  at  school, 
“  and  the  issuing  of  books  to  persons  from  infected  houses. 

“  There  has  been  a  greater  number  of  removals  of  house  refuse 
“  this  year  than  on  any  previous  one,  showing  that  with  the  Coun- 
“  cil’s  own  men  and  horses  the  work  is  much  better  accomplished 
“  than  it  has  been  hitherto  by  contracting. 

“I  have  made  a  great  many  reports  to  the  Board  during  the 
“year,  under  Section  36  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  as  to  the 
“  insufficiency  of  the  existing  defective  common  privies  and  open 
“  ashpits  belonging  to  some  of  the  older  property  in  the  town, 
“and  written  notices  have  been  issued  to  the  owners,  calling  upon 
“  them  to  provide  sufficient  water-closets  and  ashpits  furnished 
“  with  proper  doors  and  coverings,  with  the  result  that  76  common 
“  privies  have  been  converted  into  water-closets.  There  wrere  also 
“  notices  issued  in  respect  of  58  others,  but  these  have  not  yet  been 
“  complied  with.

With  reference  to  the  sanitary  defects  at  Nos.  35,  37,  39,  and  41, 
Lonsdale-road,  your  Committee  directed  the  Surveyor  to  make  an 
inspection  of  the  several  premises  and  report  to  the  Council  under 
Sec.  36  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

Read  a  Circular  Letter  from  the  Incorporated  Association  of 
Municipal  and  County  Engineers  with  reference  to  “  Combined 
Drainage,”  and  urging  for  the  support  of  local  authorities  in  ob¬ 
taining  an  amendment  of  the  existing  law. 

The  matter  having  been  further  discussed,  and  explained  by  the 
Clerk  and  Surveyor,  it  appears  to  your  Committee  to  be  one  in 
which  the  district  is  interested,  and  we  refei  it  to  the  Council  to 
decide  whether  they  will  actively  support  the  proposals.
